Some 
hope is derived from the fact that 
forces on the frontier are regarded by 
both sides as defensive and from the 
statement that the Afrikander leader 
in Cape Colony is endeavoring to secure 
the adhesion of the Transvaal to the 
"Irreducible minimum," proposed at the 
Blocmfontein. conference to President 
Kruger by Sir Alfred Milner.

pounds of gold enroute for Cape Town 
to Johannesburg has been confirmed 
from two sources. There is an authenti- 
cated report that the Boers are massing 
largely at Selik, evidently with the ob- 
ject of destroying the railroad. Mili- 
tary authorities estimate 12,000 Boers 
in the field. 


To Support Use eoYernment 


Orders have been issued from Pre- 


toria for the closing of all the saloons 
in the gold fields. The Transvaal gov- 
ernment has taken over the Ferreira 
mines and all the mines- in the gold 
fieldsi A group of five of the Eckstein 
minesv has been closed. 


Additional transports from India ar- 


rived this morning at Durban, Natal. 
The troops will proceed immediately to 
the front. 


The British foreign office has this af- 


ternoon assured the Associated Press 
that absolutely nothing is known there 
of any Transvaal demand for the with- 
drawal of British troojjs 
from 
the 


frontier.

100 were killed on the other side, show- 
ing the Lord directed our bullets. The 
Lord rules the world." 


Hope to be Free 


J. M. A. Wolmarans, one of the two 


non-official members of the executive 
council, said he hoped when, the raad 
reassembled they would be without a 
convention and would be a free people. 
"God," he declared, "had often used 
England to bring the burghers back to 
the faith of their forefathers.". In the 
course of his speech he exclaimed: 
"England has refused everything, even 
arbitration."

New Tork, Oct. 4.—In her first effort to 


"lift" the America's cup, Sir Thomas 
Lipton's yacht, Shamrock, had a lead 
over Columbia, the cup defender, when 
the time limit expired, and the con- 
testants were still two miles from the 
starting; line. 


There were only light winds most of 


the day. 
The result was "no race," but 


the performance of the challenger caused 
much surprise.' ' 


All forecasts showed that the Sham- 


rock would be at a disadvantage in llg-ht 
winds. 
The reverse proved to be the 


case. 


The day promised well at first. The 


sky was smirched with a few dirty 
clouds, but it was clear enough so that 
the thousands of spectators who lined 
the Jersey shore could see almost every 
foot of the course. 
The waves were 


crested with whitecaps here and there, 
and a fairly fresh breeze blew out of the 
north-northeast, but after Columbia and 
Shamrock had crossed the line the wind 
turned fiuky and variable, and the race 
was a fizzle almost from the start. But 
the fluke gave the yaofiting sharps and 
the spectators much to think about—and 
some surprises. 


Columbia is undeniably the prettier 


boat. 
She is tall, stately, with grace- 


ful lice* and towering mast. 
The Irish 


boat, with her broader beam and longer 
base line, looked slower and heavier. 
Perhaps her green color makes her look 
clumsier, as if she were forced through 
the water, while the slim 
Columbia 


pierces it like a rapier. 


Though indecisive in every respect as 


to the abilities of the rival single- 
stickers, the race indicates that the 
Irish boat, with her English skipper and 
her Scotch crew, is the ablest sloop ever 
sent across the Atlantic in the hope of 
lifting the hundred guinea cup, which 
America brought back 48 years ago, and 
wliich has since been successfully de- 
fended against the world. 


During the 5% hours' sa.il. Shamrock 


was thrice ahead, and twice the Yankee 
boat showed the way. 
For the first 10 


minutes Shamrock led, then for five Co- 
lumbia's graceful bow showed ahead of 
the grpen boat. 
For 45 minutes follow - 


Ing Shamrock led, then for three hours 
Columbia, and for the last hour and a 
half Shamrock led the way. 


The breeze blew as high as 12 knots 


an hour, and as low as three, and shifted 
about through eight points of the com- 
pass. 
Each in turn beat the other in 


running before the wind, and was in i 
turn beaten by the other beating against : 
the wind, at the various stages of the | 
race, so that many of the experts who 
saw the two boats sail are disinclined to 
believe that there is a pin to choose be- 
tween them. 
But, when the race is 


closely analj'zed, it is absolutely proven 
that Columbia showed her superiority 
at every point of sailing, running, reach- 
ing and beating whenever the wind 
freshened, and that it was only in the 
lightest airs that Shamrock could make 
headway against her. 


Both had their share of good and 


bad luck. 
Columbia had the better of 


the shifting winds on the run down to 
the mark, and beat Shamrock two min- 
utes and 44 seconds, while on the beat 
home, after increasing her lead over a 
mile at one time, Shamrock overhauled 
the Yankee and was a quarter of a mile 
ahead when the time allowance expired. 


Thp feature of the race which pleased 


everybody most was the perfectly clear 
field which was maintained. 
For the 


P.rst time, this year the 
government 


took a hand to prevent a repetition of

which 


marred the race when the accompany- 
ing excursion boats, in their frenzied 
tagerness to let nothing of the beautiful 
spectacle escape, crowded down upon 
the racers until their backwash impeded 
the yachts' progress through the water, 
and caused" Lord Dunraven to file his 
famous protest. 
The government was 


determined this year that the course 
Should be protected against 
unofficial 


trespassers. 
A flotilla of revenue cut- 


ter's and torpedo boats, flying red-barred 
White flags, guarded the course, keeping 
excursion steamers, yachts and tugs at 
a. perfectly safe distance from the can- 
vas;cloudf>d racers. 


Op the way down they maintained two 


parallel lines, a mile apart, two line 
fences, through \\hich not one of the 
pushing, crowding fleet of excursion ves- 
sels was permitted to poke her nose. 
The broad, expansive sea inside, with- 
out wash or swell, was left clear and 
free for the maneuvering of the giant- 
esses. 
On the way back, the patrol ves- 


eels were equally efficient. 
"When the 


yachts were on the starboard tack the 
torpedo boats were in column on the 
same course, E-.d the revenue cutters 
abreast, behind the yachts, thus form- 
Ing a right angle, in the hollow of which 
the yachts sailed without embarrass- 
ment. 


The course was laid 15 miles dead be- 


fore the wind and back again. The di- 
rection of the wind carried this course 
south-southwest from the Sandy Hook 
lightship almost straight 
down the 


Jersey coast to a point off. Asbury park, 
•where the white float with a red ball was 
placed to mark the turning point. 
Columbia 
was 
admirably handled 


throughout the race. Though Shamrock 
wag first across the line by 43 seconds, 
Columbia's Deer Isle crew of Yankees 
were so much handier than their scotch 
avala that they had Columbia's spin- 
naker and balloon jib set first by three 
minutes. 


The spectators marveled at the cloud 


of canvas the big leviathans carried. 
Straight up into the air the slender sky- 
scraping yaris carried the point of the 
pyramids for 175 feet. It is hard to 
realize that this means the height of an 
ordinary 12-etory building, and the frail 
hulls were bowling along under the pres- 
sure of 14,000 feet of canvas. The twin 
balloons with their following wind lifted 
Columbia along like a great gull in the 
lO-knot breeze and 
carried her in 10 


minutes past Shamrock. But when the 
wind died to six knots, as it did within a 
few minutes, Shamrock forged steadily 
ahead until at the end of 45 minutes she 
led by 200 yards. Then a sudden haul 
of the wind 
to the north-northwest 


leached Columbia first " " • • • • 


spinnaker was taken in, her mainsail 
was smartly gybed and "she 
passed 


Shamrock as if the latter had1 been 
moored.

Instead of a run, the canting of the 


wind now made it a reach tor the outer 
mark, but Columbia gradually edged 
over toward the Jersey coast Vith the. 
intention of gutting the, wind astern and 
running 
straight 
Before 
it. 
The 


maneuver was 
successfully 
accom- 


plished after crossing Shamrock's bow, 
but just as the spinnaker was set aboard 
Columbia the wind canted back to the 
north-noi&east and left her with her 
cloud of canvas shivering like a col- 
lapsed balloon. 


Shamrock had started to follow Co- 


lumbia's tactics. Twice she lowered her 
spinnaker boom as if to.breuk out the 
big sail, but as the wind held from the 
new quarter she gybed her main boom 
Instead and reached- straight for the 
mark. Although the maneuver of Co- 
lumbia had been successful, it was a 
costly one, and she lost several minutes 
by holding on to her immense canvas in 
the vain hope that the wind would shift 
back again. 'But when she did change 
her sails she made up for lost time by 
outfooting her antagonist. She seemed 
to skim over the water, scarcely making 
a ripple wher% she entered it, and leav- 
ing a wake of foam behind her. Sham- 
rock made more fuss 
forward and 


dragged a wave aft. 


Columbia was first to the mark, and as 


she rounded the stake boat the excursion 
fleet gathered there to greet her un- 
bottled their enthusiasm and gave her 
an ovation from a thousand whistles. 
The fleet also saluted Shamrock as she 
went around, two minutes and one sec- 
ond later. 


On the beat home, against a head wind, 


Columbia showed her heels to the Irish 
boat unmistakably while the wind held. 
Time after time Shamrock tried for the 
weather gauge, luffing, squeezing and 
pinching until her head sails trembled, 
but without avail. Columbia not only 
held as high, but outfooted her, tack 
after tack. 


The yachts made a beautiful spectacle 


as they beat to windward, heeling over 
to the breeze, the water sliding swiftly 
back from their shark-like bows. When- 
ever they smashed into an unusually 
large sea the spray spurted from either 
side 20 feet into the air. 


After Columbia had gotten a mile 


ahead and the yachts were way over un- 
der the Jersey shore, the breeze again 
half failed and Shamrock drew gradually 
ahead. It was marvellous that in so 
light a breeze a boat could slip so swiftly 
through the sea. A'fter that Shamrock 
was never headed, but from that time to 
the finish Columbia had nothing but bad 
luck. In addition to her faster footing 
power in the extremely light air, every 
puff of the capricious wind seemed to 
strike Shamrock and leave the Yankee 
boat practically becalmed. Edge as she 
would towards every streak of wind, she 
seemed unable to find it. Shamrock 
gained foot by foot until she overhauled 
the Yankee, crossed her bows, and-when 
the time limit was up was fully a q,uar- 
ter of a mile ahead. 


Taken altogether there could-not have 


been a more unsatisfactory race, and yet 
as a result of it the friends of the cup 
defender seem proud of the showing sKe 
made and confident that the cup is safe. 


Despite the unsatisfactory outcome of 


the contest, the opinion was generally 
expressed that Columbia proved herself 
by far the better boat in any sort of a 
steady breeze. 


The prevailing sentiment of the ''know- 


ing ones" seemed to be expressed by 
John Hyslop, who said he thoroughly 
Relieved in the Columbia: that there 
was a greater refinement in her design; 
that her lines were more easy and grace- 
ful, and that she would prove herself as 
well able to carry her canvas as would 
Shamrock in a blow. He, however, 
seemed to think very well of the chal- 
lenger, and made it plain that his opin- 
ion had bettered since he measured ncr. 
"She is by far the best they have ever 
sent over," said he. 


As a result of the performance of the 


Shamrock yesterday there was a radical 
change Tuesday night in the betting on 
the cup race. Prior to yesterday's con- 
test Columbia had all the better of it in 
the wagers Even money was the rule 
after yesterday's finish.

The culminating point was reached last 
night, when the center of thendwspappr 
world of Great Britain was literally 
packed with a multitude of cheering and 
enthusiastic partisans. It is calculated 
that at 10:30 o'clock something like 25,000 
people were encompassed within the 
circumscribed area between Fleet street 
and the Thames embankment.

Will Establish Proper Government and Leave 


Details In Hands ot Congress. 


Washington, Oct. 4.—The magnificent 


sword awarded by act of congress to the 
nation's hero was yesterday bestowed 
upon Admiral Dewey in the presence of 
the chief executive, the members of the 
cabinet and judiciary, the highest officers 
of the army and navy, and a vast crowd 
of people. 


In strong contrast with all the cere- 


monies that have taken place since Ad- 
miral Dewey reached the shores of his 
native land, yesterday's function was 
severely official in character. 
The ad- 


ministration was executing the will of 
the whole American people, and locality 
and community disappeared. The scene 
of the presentation was appropriately 
located under the shadow of the dome 
of the great white Capitol of the nation. 


The sword 
presented .to Admiral 


Dewey, except its steel blade and the 
body metal of its scabbard, is entirely of 
22-carat gold. 
On the pommel is carved 


the name of the cruiser Olympia, which- 
was Dewey's flagship at Manila, and the 
zodiacal sign for December, in which 
month Dewey was born. Circling these, 
is a closely woven wreath of oak leaves, 
long employed to Indicate and adorn 
rank. 


Below these, the pommel is embraced 


by a gold collar, on the front of which are 
the arms of the United States, with the 
blue field of the shield in enamel. 
Be- 


low them are the arms of Vermont, 
Dewey's native stsute, with the motto 
"Freedom and Unity," and the colors of 
the shield in enamel. 
The plain part 


of the gold collar is decorated with stars 
and a graceful finish is given to it by a 
narrow band of oak lea.ves. 
The sword 


blade is Damascened with ths inscrip- 
tion: 


THE DEWEY 8WOBB. 


"The gift of the nation to Rear Ad- 


miral George Dewey, U. S. N., in memory 
of the victory at Manila Bay, May 1, 
1898." 


The swora grip is covered with fine 


sharkskin, bound with gold wire and in- 
laid with gold stars. 
The guard is an 


eagle, terminating in a claw, which 
grasps the top in which the blade is Bet: 
the eagle's outstretched wings form the 
guard proper. 


The battle, of Manila bay was not for- 


gotten, but it might be said to ha-ve been 
relegated almost to second place in the 
desire to do honor to the man who had 
proved himself as great after victory as 
before it, and who had shown in the long 
and trying .months that followed his 
naval triumph, the qualities of a states- 
man and a wise administrator, as well as 
those of fighting leader of a victorious 
fleet. 


And enhancing these qualities was that 


of modesty, displayed in the o.uiet dig- 
nity with which he met the occasion. 
This trait in Dewey's character was evi- 
denced from the moment he reached the 
stand side by side with the president. 
He paused at this point for a moment, 
•unwilling; apparently, to take the place 
that had been prepared for him on the 
right of the platform, lest he should ap- 
pear to usurp the place due to the chief 
magistrate. President McKinley grasped 
the situation in an instant, and, taking 
Dewey by the arm,' placed him by gentle 
force in the chair that had been intended 
for him. 
Later in the day, as the car- 


riage bearing the official party drove 
away from the Capitol, between walls of 
cheering people, tli* president again 
displayed his tact by remaining covered 
and ignoring the demonstration himself, 
leaving acknowledgment to the admiral 
alone. 


For Dewey it was a trying as well as 
l triumphal day. 
It has been given to 


few officers in the naval history of the 
eountry to sit before a crowd of thou- 
lands, while the chief of the naval estab- 
lishment dilated upon their exploits, and 
then to stand before the same crowd to 
receive at the hands of the president a • 
ttword prepared for him at the behest of 
the representatives of the whole people. 
The strain upon Admiral Dewey reached 
•imost to the breaking point. None but 
those neaicM i.y 
•• •••-' feel- 


ings during the address of Secretary 
Long, btit when he arose to receive th<: 
•word from the hands of the president, 
no one could mistake the flash of the 
white gloved hand, as it rose to dash 
away the tear» before the admiral cama 
to the rigid attitude of attention before 
his chief. 


When It came Dewey's turn to reply 


his voice faied htm, and he made the 
effort twice before his lips would rc- 
•pond. 
When he did speak his'tones 


were clear and steady, but so low that 


' «nly thoae nearest him could hear.

"1 thank you, Mr. President, for this 


great hinor you have conferred upon 
me. I thank the congress for what it 
has done. I thank the secretary of the 
navy for his gracious words. I thank 
my countrymen for this beautiful pift, 
which shall be an heirloom In my family 
forever as an evidence that republics 
are not ungrateful, and11 thank you, Mr. 
Chairman anG gentlemen of the coir.- 
mittee, for the gracious, cordial and 
kindly welcome which you have given 
me to my home." 


As the admiral closed and took his 


seat, he turned to the piesident, and in 
a tone of quizzical appeal, Inquired: 
"Now 
really, don't you think I did 


pretty well for an amateur?" 


One of the remarkable features of the 


day was the ovation to Rear Admiral 
Schley on the return of tho party from 
the Capitol to the White House. 
His 


caniage was several numbers behind 
that of the 
president 
and Admiral 


Dewey, and received an ovation that 
could scarcely be rar.ksd below that ac- 
corded to the admiral himself. 
The 


tumult grew as the carriage proceeded 
down the avenue, and the crowd surg?d 
around it until the horses were brought 
to a walk. 
Finally a company of the 


high school cadets formed about the 
carriage in a hollow sq>l-ftre. 
Thus pro- 


tected and flanked by a force of police 
the carriage reached the White House 
with a long gap between it and the next 
official guests. 


President McKinley, in honor of ad- 


miral Dewey, last night gave the largest 
dinner party in the history of the White 
House social functions. 
Covers were 


laid for over 80 persons. 
The guests in- 


cluded the cabinet, the governors of 
nine states, justices 
of the 
supreme 


court, some members of both houses of 
congress, army and havy officers and 
others. It was a brilliant affair. 


An hour before the hour announced, a 
The dinner occupied 2% hours and was 


altogether informal. 
There was no 


speech-making or toast-making, and no 
reference to the Manila victory. 
The 


evening was passed in individual con- 
versation. 
At its close Admiral Dewey 


took leave of the party, and amid cheers 
from a small crowd of spectators, was 
driven to his house, where he soon re- - 
tired. 


. Shortly after the dinner. Secretaries 
Root and Hitchcock, Attorney General 
Griggs, 
Senator 
Hanna, 
Chairman 


Boutelle of the house committee on naval 
affairs, ex-Secretary Bliss and Myron 
Herrick of Cleveland joined the presi- 
dent upstairs, and there was an informal 
talk on the Philippine situation, during 
which the president briefly stated his 
position. 
Mr. Boutelle, on leaving the 


White House, stated that from what tha 
president said, the keynote of the admin- 
istration's policy was to establish in the 
Philippines a proper government, and 
leave the details entirely in the hands of 
congress. 
Mr. Boutelle summed up the 


president's informal statement as fol- 
lows: 


"The administration's policy is to 


carry out the manifest will of the Amer- 
ican people, in furnishing troops to go to 
the Philipipne Islands to sustain the 
fruits oil-Admiral Dewey's victory. 
The 


duty that now devolves upon this gov- 
ernment is to maintain our sovereignty 
over the islands, sustain our soldiers 
against any enemy and against any dis- 
turbance "of law and order, everything 
being for the purpose of establishing a 
rightful government for the people of the 
islands iri such manner as the American 
government through congress shall d°- 
termine/ The campaignmustbepushed 
actively and vigorously, and the opposi- 
tion to our arms must be ended as rapidly 
as possible. Peace must be established 
by this government, and maintained un- 
til congress shall determine what shall 
be done with the islands." 


Admiral Dewey will leave for New 


England Monday night. He will go di- 
rect to Shelburne Farms, near Burling- 
ton, Vt., as the guest of W. Seward 
Webb, the railroad magnate. 
From 


there he will go to Montpelier, Vt., on the 
13th instant, to attend a reception for 
which elaborate preparations have been 
made. 
Boston will be visited next, 


where a reception is scheduled for Oct. 
14.

If he is an officer, and tbpn picks out 
some particular button or conspicuous 
part of the uniform on which to rest 
his sight. Be does this partly from 
force ot habit, just as he aims at the 
white breast of a duck, though it is an 
unwritten order in Boer warfare to kill 
the officers or chiefs, If possible. When 
the captain or commandant sees an 
officer, it Is his plan to select about six 
of the best marksmen available to fire 
simultaneously at him. The higher his 
rank the better. The man so carefully, 
selected may be regarded as doomed. 


To an American these methods may 


seem cold blooded and cruel, but it 
must be remembered that the Trans- 
vaal burghers hate the English as they 
do the dreaded black spiders that In- 
fest the country, a^d always refer to 
the British soldier as ruineks, or red 
necks. There are two explanations of 
this name. One is that when the Eng- 
lish came to the Cape, an old Dutch- 
man noticed that wh,en John Bnll got 
angry be grew red about the neck. In 
the Transvaal they say the name arose 
when British dragoons were quartered 
there from the red coat collars which 
made the uniform conspicuous. 


The commandant general of the Boor 


forces is Piet Jonbert, a man 68 years 
old, with a string of military victories 
extending over one-half a century. la 
the history of the Transvaal he hag 
borne almost as Important 'a part as 
Paul Kruger. Until this present agi- 
tatlJn there existed a strong rivalry 
between the two. 
For three succes- 


Blve times Kruger was elected presi- 
dent by a small majority over Joubert, 
and since boyhood they have contested 
neck and neck for various honors. 
When It comes to fighting the English, 
however, they are united. Joubert has 
long been the military head of the na- 
tion and is recognized to be the best 
fighter and tactician in the country. 
He has divided the Transvaal into 17 
districts for mobilization 
purposes, 


each district being under a command- 
ant. These districts are, in turn, sub- 
divided under the commands of field 
cornets. While Joubert is the com- 
mander in chief, he still is subject to 
the orders of the volksraad and Presi- 
dent Kruger and makes no Important 
moves without their consent. 


In spite of the Boers being scattered 


all over the' Transvaal, the whole na- 
tion caa be mobilized in two or three 
days, a proceeding which probably 
cannot bo duplicated by any other 
country. This Is possible owing to the 
Boers' constant equipment in light 
inarching order. 
The moment that 


'Kruger decides to declare war Jou- 
bert either telegraphs or sends relays 
of messengers to eacb commandant. 
This officer promptly notifies the sev- 
eral field cornets in his district,.and the 
latter eitker dispatch their assistants, 
who gallop here and there on the veldt 
sounding the alarm, or else make bon- 
fires at uight and pillars of smoke by 
day, the prearranged signals for war. 


From a dull, apathetic, ill kept and 


lazy dreamer the Boer Is then trans- 
formed into a quick witted, cunning 
and energetic being. 
The Transvaal 


burgher indeed is a most peculiar com- 
bination of phlegmatic Dutchman and 
a wildly excited Latin. On the veldt 
he will loaf around in the sun and only 
move to reload his pipe. In the raad 
chambers the sergeant-at-nrms often- 
times is unable to maintain order. The 
members leap around, throwing their 
arms, shout and carry on like anarch- 
ists. 


It ia on the rifles of these old country 


Boers that Kruger mostly depends. 
On the night that news reached him 
of the Jameson raid in December, 
1805, there was consternation at Pre- 
toria. The first dispatch said that 3,000 
British troops-had crossed the border, 
and then a second, sent by the British 
as a decoy, stated that the troops 
were only the Chartered company's po- 
lice making a short cut. Joubert 
wanted to take a few cannon that 
were In Pretoria and go out to meet

Generally the better the scratcher the 


better the layer. 


Feed milk and bran for growth, milk 


and meal to fatten. 


When you get ready to fatten fowls, 


do the work quickly. 


Game chickens, given a freft range, are 


in danger of being overfed. 


The most successful fanciers are those 


that keep one or two breeds. 


Hens cease to lay when improperly fed 


or when in a diseased condition. 


Hens require a variety of food. They 


get excessively tired of one kind. 


Hens should be killed when they are 


3 years old, They lay fewer eggs after 
that. 


Grain is deficient in lime and mineral 


matter, but bran is rich in nitrogen and 
carbon. 


Scalding fowls before picking partially 


cooks the delicate skin, rendering it dry 
and wrinkled. 


While linseed and cottonseed meals are 


excellent foods, too much of them will 
cause a loss of feathers. 


When your birds have bowel disease, 


change the food for a few days and at

A yellow leg or skin does not indicate 


quality. The best table fowls, games, 
Dorkings, Houdans and Langshans do 
not have yellow legs.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic. 


ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


If trees are to be planted in. the .fall, 


the soil should first be prepared in good 
condition. 


All small fruits should be planted far 


enough apart to admit of using the horse 
cultivator. 


So far as' it is possible large limbs 


should never be removed from plum and 
cherry trees.

with a brush.

tical life to be greeted with a reception 
from the people of his home f i t y such 
as was given to John H. Mack, candi- 
date for lieutenant-governor on the 
democratic ticket, in Wilson theater last 
evening.

Mr. Paine arrived in the city on the 


train reaching here from the east at 
S.04. 
He was met at the station by 


the reception committee and Mr. Mack,

band, 
Eugene 
Steele 
leading. Mr. 


Paine was escorted to a carriage, and 
was driven to the hall with Mr. Mack, 
the committee following in carriages. 
The band preceded the party, anil a", j 
it reached the hall there was a bri'1 art 
display of red lights along the street. 


Tlic Speaking In The Hall 


The theater filled quickly after the 


arrival of the party, and after a se- 
lection by the band the meeting was 
called to order by Chairman C. A. 
Parker. Mr. Parker emphasized the 
non-political character of the gathering 
saying in substance: 


"There is probably no country where 


the spirit of hero worship is more fully 
developed than in ours. "We have great 
affection for our country as an expres- 
sion of mere territorial limit, and we 
nrp glad to think that it is so great and 
.'i' °uch great resources. But our real 
ji' i'.' comes in the men of the country. 
Wh :i •! man steps out from the ranks 
of his ii-llnws and performs somp act 
that ranks him in adavnce of others, 
numberless people turn to him to ex- 
press their admiration and 
affection. 


He becomes a hero, and his name goes 
clown to posterity for men to point to 
as an inspiration. 
A comparatively 


unknown naval 
ofTw PI- 
performs 
a 


great feat and H OuO.OOO people gather to 
catch sight of him and add their testi- 
mony of approval. So in local affairs 
we are proud of our Berkshire hills and 
•«e are proud of our city. But not in 
these things is our greatest pride, but 
in our men, and we are glad to feel that 
those reared among the hills partake 
of the nature of their ruggedness and 
strength. We are glad to think that 
there have been born here those who 
have helped to make the Bay state 
what it is. So when one among us 
achieves prominence in political life 
we wish to come together to congratu- 
late him. We like him and we want j 
him to know it. So we have met here 
to do honor to our friend and respected 
brother, John H. Mack, candidate for 
lieutenant-governor." This is in no 
sense a political gathering, but on the 
list of speakers are men of each party." 


Mr. Parker 
then 
introduced 
A. 


M. Robinson. Most of the speakers did 
little but express their congratulations, 
varying the form but with the same 
vein of pleasure that the city should 
have been honored in the bringing to it 
by Mr. Mack of the nomination.

Robinson said that as Mr. Mack was 
true to his party, the party had re- 
warded him justly.

While we 
may differ in opinions, he said, we may 
love and honor and esteem, and we are 
glad to see honors for North Adams 
through one of her sons. 


W. H. Chase said Mr. Mack came 


into prominence in the party at the 
time when men were called upon to 
express their convictions, and the in- 
dependence and reliance that gave him 
strength to do so were the results of 
his fight to make his way in life. His 
honors today are due to the fact that 
he stood for his convictions, and the 
hall is filled tonight by men called out 
by their respect for a man who stands 
for his convictions. 


J. Tracey Potter expressed as one of 


the younger members of the bar his 
appreciation of Mr. Mack's worth, a 
worth which was due to the victories 
that Mr. Mack had won over the diffi- 
culties he had met.

safe hands next year. 


"Fancy, if you wish, that you will 


have a lieutenant-governor from, here. 
But if you miss it, you will hit it in 
the governorship. 


"As you have told of Mr. Mack's 


courage in '96, I knew -what it meant, 
for I fancy it w-as much the same in 
other places as here. Courage and 
youth is one very good reason for the 
naming of a candidate this year. This 
is a young man's campaign; young 
men who believe all things are possible. 


"You

There is a great difference between this 
and other questions which have come 
before you.

That was a moral question, 
when stout hearts were required, and 
the voice of Massachusetts was then 
not silent, because her Puritan blood 
would not allow her to stay silent. The 
voices of men like Whittier and Gar- 
rison and Sumner were heard in their 
strength of conviction.

out young men of such strong faith and 
courage as Mr. Mack."

Flagg the committee on sfreets was not 
ready to report on several matters and 
asked more time on the laying out of 
Cady street, the Summit and Harri- 
son avenue sewers and the discontinu- 
ance of a portion of Koosac street. 


The committee on ordinances was 


not ready to report an "up to date" 
building ordinance, Councilman Perry 
informed the council, but it was hap- 
py to be able to report progress. It has 
received answers to letters sent to 
Boston, Brockton, Chelsea, Cambridge. 
Salem, Somerville, Newton, Waltham, 
Worcester and Chicago, and all those 
replies show that the North Adams 
building ordinance is not as extreme as 
the ordinances of those cities. The com- 
mittee has yet to hear from Haverhill, 
Concord, Philadelphia and New York. 
Mr. Perry could not say whether these 
cities were waiting to see what North 
Adams would do. More time 
was 


granted the committee. 


Permission was granted the New 


England telephone and telegraph com- 
pany to place poles on State street. The 
poles are already in place, the com- 
pany being given permission by the 
commissioners to set their poles, as j 
delay In the matter would have delayed i 
the paving of State street or injured I 
the paving at a later placing of the \ 
poles. The permission was of course 
given conditionally, the council's con- 
sent being necessary. 
The 
council 


passed an order giving the company 
permission to set up the poles that are 
already in place. 


The council then adjourned.
